REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's amendments and arguments, filed 06/09/09 have overcome the objections 
and rejections of the prior office action mailed 12/29/08. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 1-6, 8-10, 12-20, 23, 24, 27-33 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and 
therefore to be allowable over the prior art of record. The invention is drawn to derivatives of 
hyaluronic acid and selected heterocyclic compounds which have at least one ionic bond, 
compositions comprising said derivatives and a process of preparing said derivatives. The

derivatives, compositions and the process of their preparation are not taught or suggested in the 
prior art, nor are obvious over the prior art.
